Antigone- East 74th St 9/15. 3 pro-Herald Tribune, 
Mirror, World Telegram & Sun- and 3 con- Times, Post, 
Journal American- filed on revival of Jean Anouilh's mod- 
ern dress version of classic directed and produced by Harry 
Brown, Jr with Marcia Stillman and David Hooks. Wide div- 
ersity of opinion was recorded on individual actors , with 
only one veto on the play itself. Gleason, Herald Tribune, 
approved of the solid and thought-provoking event which 
after a ponderous start became alive and warm. Stillman, 
in the title role, started unsteady, but gained in strength 
during the evening, Gleason commented. Coleman, Mirror, 
gave a mild pro for adequately realized production. Aston, 
WTS, picked Stillman as a future star in the current power- 
ful revival. Direction was educated and educational, with 
no shouting allowed, he added, Dissenters led by Atkinson, 
Times, who marked the missing element in attractive pro- 
duction clarity of speech. Hooks, Jock Livingston and Tom 
Pedi spoke clearly and intelligently, while Stillman swallowed 
her lines with her unformed style. Watts, Post, added that 
there is nothing wrong with production that a good Antigone 
would not fix, Stillman portraying her as insane rather than 
defiant. McClain, Journal American, feared that play itself, 
no matter who does it ,is much too wordy. 


The Hasty Heart- Orpheum 9/14,3 pro- Herald Tribune, 
Mirror, Journal American- and 3 con- Times, Post, World 
Telegram & Sun- filed on revival of John Patrick's 1945 com- 
edy-drama presented and directed by Frank Barone. Product- 
ion started last month with a week's run at Flagg Court Play- 
house, Brooklyn. Affirmative side approved of entire pro - 
ceedings, while negative voters panned choice of too familiar 
script rather than acceptable production. Gleason, Herald 
Tribune, enjoyed the quietly competent revival, though some 
of the varying accents didn't ring true. Coleman, Mirror, re- 
commended thoroughly professional production for those who 
have fondness for play. McClain, Journal American, cheered 
well cast, intelligently directed production, an emotional and 
generally rewarding evening. Gelb, Times, and Herridge , 
Post, both thought play done recently in summer stock, TV 
and films, was not a wise choice for competent group. While 
Aston, WTS, panned script with unsympathetic central role. 
Character deserved a swift kick instead of a play. 


Shakuntala- St Marks 9/9. 1 pro- Mirror- and 6 con- 
filed on revival of 5th century Indian fantasy-folk tale pre- 
sented by Patricia Newhall and Krisha Shah, staged by Lee 
Morgan. Coleman, Mirror,the sole pro voter, okayed the 
production, persuasively staged with evocative dances by 
Nala Najan and Medina Von Essen. Aptly suited to arena, 
he recommended it for students of drama. But rest of aisle- 
sitters found only the dancing of interest, the acting they found 
wanting. Atkinson, Times, feared cast was not sufficiently ac- 
complished to act with the proper grace and style,as exemp- 
lified by the able dancers. Kerr, Herald Tribune, admitted he 
left at end of second act, blaming humility of low on-stage 
voices rather than the heat . Madhur Jaffrey, if given a fight- 
ing chance , would be good, but the other's accents varied too 
much . Silver, News, blamed earthy actors trying to act a 
fairy tale. Watts, Post, conceded abridged version of the 
7 hour classic has a gentle and exotic charm, but most of it 
remained earthbound. McClain, Journal American, who agreed 
with all that dances were excellent, was not moved by the act- 
ing at all. Aston, World Telegram & Sun, thought voices were 
more like those in an elocution class than actors on-stage. 


Hamlet- Little Theatre (5 W 63)- 9/10-9/13. 1 pro - 
Mirror-and 3 con- Times, Post, World Telegram & Sun- 
filed on production presented and staged by Arthur Reel, 
featuring Henry Calvert in title role. This is the production 
which Actors Equity requested Calvert to quit because Reel 
was on their "black" list. It closed after 4 performances . 
Coleman, Mirror, gave it a mild okay as a cincere, reasonably 
competent reading in which Calvert did himself proud and in 
which Stan Dworkin as the ghost was outstanding. But he added 
that it was not worth the $5 top asked, but only $1.50. Two of 
the three dissenters left after the first act. Atkinson, Times, 
who stayed, charged it as a foolish enterprise. Calvert's act- 
ing was one-dimensional without distinction, Dworkin accept- 
able, and the rest of the large cast unintelligible. Watts, Post, 
suggested that in a really good production Calvert would be 
an effective Hamlet, but he thought most of the cast seemed 
to be speaking a foreign language . Aston, WTS, agreed that 
most of cast mumbled while Calvert merely recited. Critic 
sorry he didn't go to YMCA pool in same building instead.
